Thomas Meyers, a painter 20 years 


old, was drowned in fourteen feet of 


water at a place known as “ Goose 


Hole,*’ on Flat Creek, at 12:30 o’clock 
Sunday afternoon, while a party M’,4 • ‘ 
friends vainly endeavored to save 


life. 
Tho body was recovered by ex-Al­ 


derman J acob Dlrck, four hours later, 
and was removed to the parlors of the 
Sedalla Undertaking 
company 
and 
prepared for burial. 
Young Meyers was one of a party 
composed of J acob Dirck, wdfe and 
son, W. A. Clark, wife and two chil­ 
dren and II. A. Cross. They left town 
at 9 o’clock Sunday forenoon, with 
the intention of spending the day on 
the creek.* 
The party had been bathing during 
the forenoon and decided 
to 
swim 
across the stream, a distance ot over 
fifty feet, before eating dinner. 
Mr. Uirck and Mr. Cross, each at­ 
tired in a suit pf clothing, with their 
shoes on, cn:ered the water and were 
preparing to cross the creek when 
young Dirck entered. 
Mr. Dirck made his son keep out 


of the water, knowing that he could 
not swim the entire distance. 
Meyers next entered the water, and 
, was cautioned not to try the task, as

Ho paid no nt- 
teation, however, replying 
that 
he 
could “ make it.” 
Meyers jumped 
into 
the 
water, 
however, and after Mr. 
Dirck 
had 
ewam about forty feet he was at­ 
tracted by cries, for help coming from 
Meyers. 
Turning, he saw the young 
man vainly endeavoring to help him­ 
self. 
“ Oh, God, help me! 
Oh, God, help 
me,” the young man cried, and after 
appearing on top of the water seven 
distinct timcF, as stated by Mr. Dirck, 
he disappeared and showed up no 
more until his body was recovered at 
4:30 o’clock. 
As soon as it was 
realized 
that 
Meyers 
w’as 
drowning, 
Mr. 
Dirck 
made a vain attemjit to rescue the 
dives into the water in the hope of 
body twice, but the weight of it was 
such as to compel him to loosen his 
hold. 
After Meyers had disappeared for 
the last time, Mr. Dirck made several 
dlv€ >s into the water i the hope of 
bringing the body to the surface, but 
he was unsuccessful. 
Then a roi>e 
was secured 
and 
tied 
around 
Mi. 
Dirck’s waist, while 
he 
continued 
diving, 
hut 
this failed to assist in 
rescuing the body. 
Later, 
a 
long 
pole 
was 
secured 
and 
attached 
to it were several fish hooks, wdtli 
which the body of Meyers was caught 
and brought to the surface. 
All efforts to resuscitate the young 
man proved fruitless, and after rolling 
the body niion the ground for some 
time the members of the party noti­ 
fied the authorities hero, who w^ent 
to the scene and returned to town 
with the corpse. 
An inquest was held at the parlors 


of the Sedalia Undertaking company 
at 9 o’clock this morning, the follow­ 
ing jury returning a verdict of acci­ 
dental 
drowning:

It is hardly to* be qu estioned that 
over-larg e membership m deliberative 
assem blag es is jiot piog iq^ve of the

most satisfactory in re^pqct of re­ 
su lts reached. 
No reaton ill perceiv­ 
ed for the non-application 
of 
this 
ru le, established, as it is, by all ex­ 
perience, to relig iou s bodies in the 
sam e m easu re and with equ al force 
as to all others. 
I am aw are th at the present consti­ 
tu tion was adopted only a few years 
ag o, bu t I am advised th at in respect 
of the constitu ent membership com­ 
posing the annu al meeting s, the pres­ 
ent constitu tion follows su bstantially 
the line of the earlier instru m ents, 
withou t qu estioning the advlsablHty 
of a chang e adequ ate to meet the new 
conditions. 
The present, or practi­ 
cally similar provisions, then, come 
to u s from a time when the chu rches 
in the state were com paratively few 
and 
the 
m em bership 
nu merically 
weak. 
Necessarily, then, the attend­ 
ance of those coming u p to the an­ 
nu al m eeting s 
was corresponding ly 
small. 
Of consequ ence there was lit­ 
tle occasion to discou rag e the freest 
and 
fu llest attendance of all 
who 
mig ht come, nor was there the slig ht­ 
est reason for in any wise limiting 
the nu m ber of those who mig ht take 
part in the proceeding s. 
Bu t the conditions in this respect 
now no long er obtain. 
In later years 
we have been g rowing with almost 
u nexamnled rapidity. 
The nu m ber of 
ou r cong reg ations have so increased 
and ou r m em bership so mu ltiplied and 
áre yet increasing and mu ltiplying al­ 
most as if by leaps and bou nds, that 
w e m u st be admonished of the near 
approaching time, if it be not even 
now at hand, when the qu estion here 
su g g ested m u st be forced u pon u s by 
the very emphasis of necessity. 
In a word, is it yet too eariy to 
beg in to consider, formally or infor­ 
mally, the advisability of a chang e 
ill the constitu ency forming ou r state 
m eeting ? 
A chang e, 
namely 
th at 
shall constitu te a strictly deleg ate 
convention, with representaion based 
pi'imarily u pon the nu merical streng th 
of the variou s cong reg ations repre­ 
sented. 
I am of cou rse here only intim at­ 
ing the application of a principle in 
the mo.st g eneral terms. 
If it nieet 
with favor, its worikng ou t in detail 
need not now be anticipated. 
As closely related to the foreg oing . 
It may not be inopportu ne to veniu re 
this fu rther su g g estion, namely; 
So 
long as ou r state meeting shall con­ 
tinu e as at the present time to be 
constitu ted practically by the assem ­ 
bling disciples en masse, with the 
fu ll rig ht of participation and vote 
to any and all who may attend, is 
not the qu estion ripe for considera­ 
tion w hether there shou ld not be ap­ 
pointed a separate time and place 
for the assembling of the state m eet­ 
ing of the chu rch proper, apart from 
the m eeting s of its variou s relate 
and ancillary bodies? 
It is hardly to be dispu ted that, u n­ 
der the arrang em ents th at now ob­ 
tain, qu ite a larg e proportion of those 
who attend and constitu te the state 
m eeting proper are brou g ht to the 
place of meeting primarily as dele­ 
g ates or otherwise to one or other of 
the 
related 
assemblag es. 
Possibly 
not a few have remained over to at­ 
tend the meeting of this body merely 
as a sort of pleasant afterliide ^ol 
'lowing the adjou rnm ent of other re­ 
lated conventions, the participation 
in which was the prim ary mission 
which brou g ht them to the place of 
m eeting . 
By 
this 
m eans the constitu tive 
m em bership of this body may be 
swollen almost to the stag e of immo­ 
bility, and that, too, by those whose 
interest and zeal may already have 
been in some m easu re expended In 
other directions. 
* 
I am not here in the least detract 
ing from ihe importance of all or any 
of the correlative bodies, nor mini 
mizing the blessedness of their work 
bu t I am here merely raising the in 
qu lry w hether the interests commit 
ted to this particu lar body are no 
of su ch importance as to requ ire ihe 
first and chiefest attention of those 
who are g athered tog eth er.to admin 
ister them. 
U nder present arrang e­ 
ments, the m eeting of this body, tel 
lowing as it does in the wake of those 
which have iramediatelv preceded it 
or sandwiched t» --bet*ween them anc 
o t ^ s ifj^chi 
follow, is prac 
tically compelled to ru sh its biisi 
ness throu g h as best it may and witn 
only su ch consideration or delibera­ 
tion as is possible in the few remain 
ing hou rs left to it.

Railroadr. Adopt New Policy. 


Railroads have adopted a policy of 
conciliation towards shippers, says a 
Chicago dispatch. They do out appear 
to be anx ious to have differences that 
have arisen over rates and other af­ 
fairs affecting 
transportation 
aired 
before the interstate commerce com­ 
mission. Adherence to this policy will 
lighten the labors of the commission 
materially, and may save the roads a 
great d« al of annoyance and possibly 
greater ills. 
This is a distinct department. Un 
til q uite recently the roads have con­ 
tested every complaint 
made before 
the commission, and have not been 
content with the decisions 
of 
that 
body when they were against them, 
and have appealed 
to 
the 
courts, 
where, in many cases, they have car­ 
ried their point. Their changed posi­ 
tion has been brought about 
since 
the operation of the 
Hepburn 
act, 
which the roads, as a whole, have de­ 
cided to accept in g(K)d faith and ol> 
serve strictly in

Their latest policy 
of conciliation 
appears to have the approbation 
of 
the commission, for that body is do­ 
ing all it can to get complainants and 
the roads to settle their differences 
privately and in such 
a 
w’ay as to 
avoid official interference. In some of 
the cases thus sttled a compromise 
has been reached, 
but 
in a great 
number, probably constituting a m a­ 
jority, the lioads have conceded the 
shippers’ claims.
